g-anlrerl with the three-fold purpose 
of •keeping^ young- men out 
of prison, 


of- aiding paroled prisoners to meet 
tho terms of their 'pardon ,iml of 
pre- 


venting- discharged 
prisoners 
from 


coming back. 


Four years ago Jackson prison was 


called one of (he worst managed penal 
institutions- in the country. 
In 1309 


the legislature aboti.shect the contract 
labor system and all hut one of the. 
pending contracts at Jackson expired 
July 1, 1(112. 
The state account sys- 


tem of prison Industry came in.' 


One of 
the next improvements at 


Jackson was the establishment, under 
the regime of Warden Xathan F. Simp- 
son, of a grade and high school de- 
partment under the direction of the 
state superintendent'of public instruc- 
tion. 
The school offers a diploma to 


prisoners who complete its course and 
they are then

English king endeavored to prove, at 
Bannockburn, his divine rlgtit to-rule 
an 
u'nwi.IJng" people, whose 
lawf jl 


king was still alive. The people proved, 
however, their 'divine right to freedom 
and to the choico of thei.- own king 
and nationality. 


"This battle was he Lord's becauso 


the victory did not go to the strongest 
army. 
God is not always on the side 


of the' heaviest artillery (as Napoleon 
thought). Majorities do not 
always 


rule, though sonic people think they 
ought to. But might is not right and 
he right must rule whether it has a 
human majority of one million, or only 
•ne man to stand alone on the side 
of truth and righteousness. 
It 
isn't 


strange that (as the Bible puts it) 'one 
hould chase a thousand and two put 
0.0001 to 
flight.'

WASHINGTON. June 22-The Alex- says the report, "that a lifeboat is th 


ftnder MM providing for tho 
welfare best form of safety device under fav- 


nnd safety of passengers and seamen 
on Inland and ocean steamships was 
reported to the house from the com- 
mittee on merchant marine and fisher- 
ies, nnrf stipulates that no vessel of the 
United Stales on an ocerm route shall 
at any moment of Ha voyage carry 
moro pei^ons aboard ihAn Can be ac- 
commodated In lifeboats and lifcrafts. 


The bil) creates new requirements 


for able seamen, specifying (hat they 
may be nineteen years of age and have 
threo years of sea service. 


Tho bill has -many marked differ- 


ences from the bill on the same sub- 
ject Introduced by Senator La Follette 
nnd passed by the senate.
